S.O. 928(E).—rn exercise 1 df'thfc powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Essential Commodities Act, 1935 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order further to amend the Paper (Control) Order, 1979, 
namely :— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Paper (Control) Amendment Order, 
1980. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Paper (Control) Order, 1979 :— 

(1) in clause 2, in sub-clause (d), the following shall be added at the 

end, namely :— 

"and shall bear the 1ST certification mark.” 

(2) for clause 6 the following shall be substituted, namely;— 

I . „ 

“6. Retention price—The ex-factory price admissible to the manufac¬ 
turer of white printing paper shall be Rs. 3500.00 (rupees ihrec 
thousand five hundred only) per metric tonne and no manufacturer 
shall sell this variety of paper at a price exceeding such price”.
